MRo  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1972. 

The  population  of  Letchworth  again  increased  and  again 
this  was  due  to  movement  into  the  town  rather  than  increase  in 
births.  The  birthrate  continued  to  decrease.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  decreased. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  showed  a  decrease  although  the 
number  of  stillbirths  increased,  making  the  rate  higher  than  the 
rest  of  the  county  and  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  death  rate  from  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  remained 
lower  than  the  remainder  of  the  country. 

Again  no  deaths  were  caused  by  tuberculosis  and  there  were 
no  serious  outbreaks  of  epidemic  disease.  The  state  of  the  public 
health  in  Letchworth  remained  most  satisfactory.  No  maternal  deaths 
in  pregnancy  and  childbirth  occurred. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  public  health  and 
health  and  welfare  staff  in  Letchworth,  including  those  concerned  with 
administration  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 

With  the  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  due  to  take  place  on  the 
1st  April,  1974,  a  great  deal  of  time  was  taken  up  by  the  preparatory  work 
needed  for  the  setting  up  of  the  new  Departmental  structure  to  ensure  that 
on  re-organisation  the  same  or  improved  services  are  provided  for  the 
public.  In  addition,  shortage  of  staff  due  to  long  periods  of  illness 
imposed  great  pressure  upon  the  remaining  staff  and  much  routine  work  had 
to  be  deferred  and  priority  given  to  urgent  matters. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  92  dwellings  and  100  were  com¬ 
pleted  for  private  owners. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  improvement  of  older  properties,  18 
discretionary  grants  were  paid  at  an  average  cost  per  dwelling  of  £509,88, 

In  addition,  189  Council  owned  dwellings  were  improved  at  an  average 
Council  contribution  per  dwelling  of  £673,08, 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  one  application  for  a  standard 
improvement  grant  was  made  as  owners  are  taking  advantage  of  the  discretion¬ 
ary  grants  to  bring  their  properties  to  higher  standards.  There  has  also 
been  a  very  large  reduction  in  the  number  of  applications  for  Qualification 
Certificates,  from  171  last  year  to  16  and  it  would  appear  that  most  con¬ 
trolled  tenancies  which  qualified  have  been  converted  to  regulated  tenancies. 

The  premises  occupied  by  Commonwealth  and  other  foreign  nationals 
were  visited  regularly  and  this  has  resulted  in  multi-occupation  being 
kept  under  control,  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  Directions 
under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act  1961, 

There  were  only  a  few  cases  of  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  reported  in 
the  district.  In  all  the  cases  reported  the  caravans  were  stationed  on 
the  highway  and  the  Police  were  able  to  effect  their  speedy  removal. 

There  is  nothing  new  to  report  on  the  two  residential  caravan  sites; 
as  mentioned,  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  owners  of  one  site  applied  for 
planning  permission  to  enlarge  the  site  but  this  was  refused,  and  the 
owner's  appeal  to  the  Ministry  against  this  decision  has  not  yet  been  heard. 

In  June  the  Council  made  an  Order  declaring  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  3A 
and  this  action  was  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  December  and 
the  Order  comes  into  operation  in  September,  1973.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  programme  will  be  actively  pursued  by  the  new  Council  and  that  the  target 
of  the  whole  town  being  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders  will  be  reached  in 
the  forseeable  future. 

The  graphs  show  the  reduction  in  smoke  and  S02  recordings  taken  over 
the  years  1964  to  1972.  It  wi'H  be  noticed  that  the  recordings  show  a 
consistent  reduction  in  S02  emissions.  This  reduction  is  expected  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  view  of  the  extension  of  the  Smoke  Control  Area  No,  3A  and  also 
the  rebuilding  of  the  new  central  shopping  area. 

There  was  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered, 
a  total  of  97,019  compared  to  127,354  in  1971.  The  fall  was  mainly  due  to 
difficulties  in  obtaining  supplies  of  suitable  pigs.  Owing  to  the  shortage 
of  staff  already  referred  to,  in  order  to  ensure  100%  inspection  it  was 
necessary  on  two  occasions  to  obtain  assistance  from  Hitchin  U.D.C,  Public 
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Health  Department,  and  I  must  thank  Mr.  N.  Holt,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  co-operation  which  was  much  appreciated. 

Milk  and  ice-cream  and  other  foods  and  drugs  were  sampled  during  the 
year-  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  from  a  total  of  103  samples  adverse 
reports  were  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  in  three  cases. 

A  considerable  number  of  complaints  were  received  that  articles  of 
food  purchased  from  retailers  were  out  of  condition,  mouldy  or  contained 
matter  foreign  to  the  particular  product.  All  these  cases  were  fully 
investigated  but  it  was  not  felt  necessary  to  take  legal  action  in  any  of 
the  reported  cases. 

An  increased  number  of  complaints  were  received  of  noise  nuisance, 
both  domestic  and  industrial,  but  all  were  of  a  minor  character  and  only 
informal  action  was  necessary. 

Routine  visits  were  made  throughout  the  year  to  premises  coming 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railways  Premises  Act, 
and  various  defects  and  omissions  found  were  remedied.  It  can  be  said 
that  the  general  standard  is  good. 

Routine  rodent  control  work  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year  and  I 
have  to  report  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  Of  properties  infested  with 
rats  and  mice,  804  properties  infested  with  rats  and  182  properties 
infested  with  mice.  The  totals  for  1971  were  866  and  240  respectively. 

There  was  also  a  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  wasps  nests 
destroyed,  a  total  of  134  compared  to  a  total  of  353  in  1971. 

Visits  were  made  to  all  premises  in  which  a  licence  to  keep 
petroleum  spirit  had  been  granted  to  ensure  that  the  conditions 
attached  to  the  licence  were  being  observed.  After  re-organisation  of 
Local  Government  in  April,  1974,  the  responsibility  for  licencing 
premises  for  the  keeping  of  petroleum  spirit  will  be  transferred  to  the 
County  Council. 

The  Department  has  had  another  busy  year  and  I  would  like  to  thank 
all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  loyal  support  in 
very  difficult  circumstances  and  also  the  Officers  of  all  other  Departments 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  in  matters  of  common  interest.

Check  samples  are  taken  every  quarter  by  the  Council's  Consultant. 
The  supply  is  subjected  to  chlorination  treatment.  The  last  report 
of  the  Company  gave  the  fluoride  content  as  less  than  0.2ppm. 
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(c)  There  is  no  plumbo  solvent  action.  The  supplies  from  the  private 
bores  and  wells  are  kept  under  observation  and  are  sampled. 

(d)  With  the  exception  of  Roxley  Court,  two  houses  a  petrol  filling 
station  and  a  cafe  at  Jacks  Hill  to  the  south  east,  all  the  pro¬ 
perties  in  the  Urban  District  are  provided  with  a  direct  piped 
supply  of  water  from  the  Compahy’s  mains. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  extension  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  completed. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  none  within  the  Urban  District.

One  dairy  farm  is  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  is  licenced 
for  the  production  of  tuberculin  tested  milk.  There  are  two  milk  retailers, 
one  having  premises  within  the  Urban  District.  Both  are  licenced  to  retail 
tuberculin  tested  milk,  pasteurised  milk  and  sterilised  milk.  One  is 
licenced  to  pasteurise,  and  to  bottle  pasteurised  and  Channel  Island  pas¬ 
teurised  milk.  This  firm  distributes  milk  by  roundsmen  throughout  the  area 
and  sells  bottled  milk  from  two  establishments  in  the  town.  Sixteen  other 
shops  sell  bottled  milk.
